Shortly after 8 o'clock last evening 


the cry of fire from various directions 
startled the town, and a moment later 
the fire bell began its clatter. The 
blaze was in the large wooden sti nature 
immediately back of tbr T'.Iasonic hall 
and which was orisi jolly built by the 
late Gee. Becker for n bottling works, 
but subsequently used as

smithing shop tuid occupied by David 
Nelson. 


When the fire was discovered, the 


whole interior of the building seemed 
to be in flames and before the depart- 
ment could get a stream on, the shell, 
for it was little else, was doomed. 
The flre boys gave their attention to 
keeping the flre from spreading to ad- 
joining buildings and did good work. 


David Nelson could not give any in- 


formation as to how the flre originated.

effects and books, and claims his loss 
will reach nearly $1,000.

gressman Newlands delivered in the 
House of representatives, July 24,1897, 
continued from yesterday's issue ] 


WILL THE STnuaaLE FOB GOLD CONTINUE? 


Now, 
have the countries got through 


with their struggle for gold? Ah, wo 
are told that this conutry must retire 
all its paper money, all its greenback?, 
all its silver certificates and Treasury 
notes, which are constructed by the 
Department to, be demand notes for 
gold, and that we are to have bank cur- 
rency substituted, with gold as redemp- 
tion money. Did you ever think whtit 
a large reserve of gold would be re- 
quired for this purpose, and do yon 
realize that there is not a debtor nation 
in the world to-day, with the exception 
of the United States, that has any large 
amount of uncovered paper money out 
that has been able to maintain gold re- 
demption? 


The United States has only bsen able 


to do it by issuing gold bond?, which 
constitutes the premium for gold that 
this country has paid for the mainten- 
ance of the gold standard. That is 
true of Russia, straggling to get upon 
the gold standard; of Austria, struggl- 
ing to get upon the gold standard; of 
Italy, Portugal, Spain, Brazil, Chile, all 
these nations v/hieh have get upon the 
gold standard or havo signified their 
desire to do BO, and are endeavoring to- 
day to secure gold with which to make 
gold redemption. In none of these 
countries are they able to lodbom 
their paper money with gold. You 
nave here, then, this extraordinary 
famine for gold, a gradual discontinu- 
ance of the nee of silver, a gradual sub- 
stitution of gold as the only primary 
money, the only money of redemption, 
the only money constituting a solid 
basis for the credit system of the var- 
ious nations of the world. Can you 
wonder that every unit of that gold has 
gone up, and that every unit of pro- 
ducts and property has gone down? 


COMPETITION OF SILVER COUNTRIES 


Now, 
this has had another effect, and 


that is, the depreciation of silver has 
stimulated the comparatitive produc- 
tion of silver countries. Here I come 
to the most disastrous cause of 
the 


low prices of our cotton and of oar 
wheat. It is easy enough to account 
for the prostration of our mining 
Stateo. Silver has gone down, and so 
the basic industry of those States has 
been seriously impaiced; but the cause 
of the lowering of the price of wheat 
and cotton is a little more remote, and 
you will find that its source is in the 
competitive production of countries 
<hat are not upon the gold standard. 


Now, 
what are those countries? First 


and notably, Argentina und India. This 
is tho statement of all statisticians und 
of all consuls in foreign countries, 
and of travelers, that silver has main- 
tained a stable purchasing power in 
the countries in which it ia the money. 


In India silver will purchase as much 


of labor and of domestic products and 
domestic property as it over would. 
Wages reuip.in stable in silver count- 
ries. They are hardly conscious that 
gold exists; and BO, whilst the gold 
price of silver has been steadily declin- 
ng. they h-ive not been eonoioas of it, 
nd have been willing to accept the 
amo old price for their wheat, their 
otton, and their labor. 
We have, then, these countries com- 
eting with us in the Liverpool market 
or tbe sale of tbeir farm products. 
The old price of silver was $1-29 in 
gold. That ounce of silver for years 


ould buy a bushel of wheat in India. 
)he Liverpool merchant was accus- 
omed, until the recent famine in India, 
o buy silver from our discredited, 
mines, 2 ounces for $1.29 in gold, and 
with it get two bushels of wheat where 


once got one. The result is that the 


American farmer is compelled to com- 
jete with the Indian farmer in the 
Liverpool market and must come down 
,o the same relative prise in gold, and 
IB has been compelled to accept 65 
cents a bushel, or less, for his wheat 
and ao it lias been witu cotton and 
other farm products. 


But we were tolrl during the last 


election the price of wheat went up 
whilst the pries of silver went down 
Ibis only proves the ronlention as the 
exception proves the rule. Recollec' 
,hat we had been suffering from the 
competition of silver countries. 
The 


wheat famine in India destroyed the 
ompetition of that country, so tha 
our wheat went up. This competitive 
cause being removed, the English mer 
chants could not buy Indian wheat 
and had no occasion to buy American 
bullion with which to pay for it; and so 
;he market for our bullion was dimin 
ished and our silver temporarily wen 
down. 
Should the 
wheat crop o 


Argentina fail, similar results woulc 
follow, wheat would go up, our silve: 
would go down. Bnt restore tho old 
conditions, restore the normal prodno 
of the silver countries, and you havi 
the old competitive force sliil ai work 
and the price of wheat, cotton, anc 
other farm products symoathetic wit] 
the price of silver, and gold absolutely 
dominating the price of the farm pro 
ducts in this country. 


MANUFACTURING COMPETITION. 


I wish to ask you what hope is theri 


if we continue in this Una? Kecollec 
that we have thus far met only the 
agricultural competition of silver coun- 
tries. The manufacturing competition 
of these countries is now being stimu- 
lated by the maintenance of the low 
value of silver. It is easily accounted 
for. 
England was supplying the entire 


Orient with manufactured goods. The 
people nf the Orient were accustomed 
to change their silver into gold at the

manufactured products of the cheaper 
abox- at the silver countries, made 
doubly cheap by the decline of the 
;old price of silver? 
For my part, I believe that the daily 


wage rests at the foundation of all 
'(dues in this country. I believe that 
ill values of all properties depend for 
ralue on the maintenance of the daily 
wage. It is the daily wage that enters 
nto every product and property. Pro- 
ducts and pioperty simply represent 
stored labor, and when you lower 
wages, you 
lower every value, you 


.owei the price of every product and 
;be price of eveiy class of property in 
Ae country, because other products 
and other property can be produced or 
constructed under the lower wage sys- 
;em at a great advantage and for a less 
price. Hence stability of values de- 
pends upon the maintenance of the 
daily wage. 


It is for that reason that I am a pro- 


tectionist. I realize the fact that the 
only way to protect this country against 
the competition of the cheap labor of 
Europe is to place a tariff wall around 
the country which will partially ex- 
clude that competition. That is how 
we secure protection for the tuclory. 
But, I ask, how can you set'ure pro- 
tection for the factoiy if this bill is 
simply designed to protect us agninst 
the labor of European gold utandard 
countries, when the 
production of 


silver standard countries is ir creasing 
at a prodigious pace, and their com- 
petition is being made more acd more 
effective day by day, as the gnld price 
of silver declines ? 


TRUE PROTECTION. 


What does trne protection for this 


country mean ? It means that we 
should protect every section, every in- 
terest, every class in it; that if there is 
any danger from the competition of 
cheaper labor—and all must admit it— 
we must protect against the competition 
of the Orient as well as against the 
labor 
of Europe; we must protect 


against the labor of Mexico, the labor 
of Japan, and the labor of India as 
well as against that of England. Other- 
wise you have what ? 
iTou have a re- 


duction of wages in this country to 
meet the competitive rates of other 
countries. You have a readjustment of 
all values; and I am sure that all of us 
have had enough experiencs during the 
past three rears of the suffering and 
distress that are brought about by re- 
adjustments. 


I admit that the world will go on 


undei almost any economic condition, 
but it is this process of readjustment 


j that tears the heart out of the gener- 
ation in which the readjustment is ac- 
compliuhed. 
What we wish to do now 


in this country 
is to stay the fall 


of prices, to protect all our industries; 
to protect the factory, to protect the 
plantation, to protect the farm, to 
protect the mine. 


How dan you accomplish it more 


readily than by restoring silver toils 
old parity wilh gold? 
By doine that 


you doable the Ip.boi-cost of the farm 
products of the silver countries; you 
double the laboi cost of the manufac- 
tured products of thosa countries; ytu 
paralyze the competition which lias 
been so effective in the recent past, so 
far as our farms and plantations are 
concerned, and you paiulyae the des- 
tructive arm that is now being raised 
against our manucturing industries.
